Distr'bixtion  of  linseed  oil  during  the  July- Sep- ember  quarter  amounted  to 
153,136,000  pounds  or  about  1,177,000  pounds  more  than  during  the  corresponding 
months  last  season.     Factory  consumrDtion  -was  placed  at  101,652,000  pounds  and 
expor^-s  1,119,000  pounds,  reprecenting  increrc'-cs  of  13,344,000  pounds  and  701,000 
pounds,  respectively,  com.pared  •irith  a  year  ago.     Other  domestic  disappearance,  how- 
ever, decreased  around  12,868,000  po\mds  and  amounted  to  505  365,000  pounds.  Stocks' 
of  linseed  oil  in  factories  and  'Warehouses  at  October  1st  ftmoup-t ed  to  115,135,000 
pounds  against  112,629,000  pounds  a  year  ago  and  113,046,000  pounds  two  years  back.
